THE GENEROUS RESPONSE OF AT- 
LANTA TO THE CALL FOR HELP. 


Leading Citizens Join in the Work ef Relief, and 
Fuel, Meat and Bread are Given to the Poor 
~The Story of How the Great Work 
Was Carried Through, Etc., Bte. 


Day before yesterday at 11 o’cleck the street 
in front of Tax Constitution office presente 
a curious scene for Sunday. : 
From 12 to 10 wagons were collected there. 
Many of them were driven by merchants and 
lawyers, and they came and went continually. 
In among them was alot of clerks who had 
volunteered for the day, ‘giving directions 
and orders. THe. Constitution office .was 
crowded. Behind the counter stood cashiers 
receiving money and registeringit. Behind

By 100’clock at night over 400 families had 
been provided with an abundance of wood, 
coal, meat, flour or meal, coffee, vegetables, 
blankets, kindling, and in many cases clothes 
and delicacies. This does not include the 
numberless families visited with private 
charity. Atonetime 75 wagons were run- 
ning, Atnight the committee found that it 
had spent less than half its money. With 
one hour more of daylight, not a human be- 
ing in this great city would have been with- 
out fire or food Sanday night. As it was 
there were few, if any, who suffered.

AN INTERESTING MONOPOLY. 

There is no article of household decoration 
more ornamental or more useful than wall 
paper, and no other article is so necessary to 
the comfort of those who desire to make home 
attractive at comparatively trifling expense. 
The census returns show that in 1880 there 
were nine million dwelling houses—that is to 
ay, nine miliion homes—and if the increase 
im the whole country since thar time has been 
upto the average increase in Atlanta, the 
pumber has been greatly augmented. A wri- 
ter in the Continent, Judge Tourgee’s weekly 
magazine, estimates that in five-sixths of 
these homes, wall paper is employed for pur- 
poses of comfort or to satisfy the taste. 
figures are given as to the amount imported, 
but the census sliows that there are twenty- 
five firms which manufacture more than six 
anda quarter million dollars worth of paper 
hangings every year. 

In order to give strength and protection to 
these firms the tariff imposes a duty of 
twenty-five per cent on wall paper, but this 
would be no protection at present prices if 
competition were allowed to haveits wsy. 


The manufacturers, however, are too smart 


for this.. Not satisfied with the protection 
wh‘ch the tariff gives, they have undertaken 
to protect themselves, and the system under 
which they operate is so nearly perfect that 
they find little difiéulty in carrying out their 


plans. 


In point of fact, these energetic manufac- 
turers of wall paper believe not only in pro- 
tection, but in self-protection. and they have 
organized a governmert, a ring, an associa- 
tion, a pool of their own, under the shadow 
of which all competition or hope of compe- 
tition dies. In their way, they 
are more powerful and just as odious as the 
quinine monopoly which succeeded in com- 
pelling congress to levy a blood tax in its be- 
half for so many years. How is the wall 
paper government run’ It is very simple 
‘and very effective. For twenty-six years the

The penalty for underseliing American 
goods is the forfeiture of bond, and the pool 
can thus order the prices of home and 
foreign products to remain the same. 
A Chicago dealer who imports more 
than fifty per cent of  foreign-made 
wall paper entering the United States, is 
piaced under a yearly bond of fifty thousand 
dollars, and be is compelled to make the 
bond before he cap buy the American made 
wall paper which comprises half his stock. 
Fifty-four firms in the United States pay 
$2,000 each annually for the privilege of get- 
ting fifteen per cent discount on regular 
prices. 

The name of this monstrous monopoly is 
“The American Wall Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association,’ and it was formally organized 
five years ago, though the understanding be- 
tween the makers has amounted to a pooling 
arrangement for many years. ‘The salaries of 
the commissioner and other officers amount 
to $108,000 a year. The capital of 
the pool is $10,000,000, The decision of

We present these facts 
for the ¢onsideration of the public, which, if 
not interested in the price of wall paper, is at 
least interested in crushing out such mon- 
archical monopolies as the wall paper manu- 
facturers’ asgociation.

This 
useful gum comes almost exclusively from Soudan 
and the tradeinit cannot be revived duriug the 
present disturbed condition of that country. Cai- 
ro is the great market for the gum and a merchant 
of thatcity says the price is already fabulous.

Jomparative Statemsnt of the Production ter the 
Past Two Days. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 7.—Secretary Swank, 
of the American Iron and Steel association, is pre- 
paring his annual reporton the iron and steel trade 
of the United States for 1883. He says he is pow 
able to esti nate closely the year’s production of pig 

ron, Whica, he says, equals that of 1882, being 4,- 
625,628 tons, The consumption of pig iron 
has been about 4,948,328 tons, The year commenc- 
ed with 353,655 gross tons of domestic pig iron un- 
sold. There were imported during the year 325 000 
gross tons, all of which has gone into consumptivn. 
Adding the estimated preduction, 4.623 328 cross 
tons to the estimated importation, and taking ae- 
count of the balanced siock at the beginuir g and 
end of the year, the total 4,948 323. the year’s con- 
sumption, is found to be the result. 

The reduction for street rails for 1883 has fallen 
below that of 1882. Therd werealso made proba- 
bly 100,000 tons less of iron railsthan in 1882. The 
totairail tonnege of 1882 was 1,501.3SL gross tons 
of which 203,459 tons were iron rails and 1 304,392 
steel. The total rail production of 1483 is proba: 
bly 1,300,000 gross tons, of which-1,200,000 tons were 
sel rails. Theimports of steel raiis for 1883 were 
about 100,000 gross tons, against 20 000 in 1882. In 
round numbers our consumption of rails iu 1383 is 
oVU,000 tons less than in 1&2,

Dr, Philpot, of 
Taibotton, wasin the office at the time and sewed 
up the wound which appeared to be of little con- 
scquence, Dr. Howell was subsequently engaged 
to look after the wound, The negro ‘appeared to 
be doing well for @& few days when the doc- 
tor diucovered that erysipslias had set in, 
and from tbat time on the regro showed 
indications of blood poisoning. He continued 
to grow worse until Sunday night, whrn 
he died from the effects of the blood poisoning. 
Durirg the negro’s trouble with his foot he was 
visitea twice a day by Dr. Howelland did not 
suffer in avy way for lacx ofattention. He had 
several white friends who saw that he received 
everything thatthe needed, At the inquest yesier- 
day Dr. Howell made a postmortern examination 
of the injured foot and found that it was 
slightly broken on top abouthaif way between the 
instep aud tovus,. and that the blood poisoning had 
evidently resulted from that iujury. The negro 
was about half druthk at the time of the accident. 
The jury returned # verdict.as follows: 

“We, the jury empannelled and sworn, find that 
the deceased, Butler Waters, came to his death 
from blood poisoning caused by an injury received 
from a street car of the Metropolitan street railroud 
company, driven by Thomas Leake, (white) but are 
unable to determine whether said accident was 
caused by carelessness of the street car company 
or not.”’

Permanent work, 
important aud desirable generally, should, 
be direc:ed by ordinauce with careful! regard t 
character and ability of the abutting property to 
bear the assessment without sacrifice or serious in- 
jury tothe ownerand with some congideration to 
tbe Wishes of the owners of the property on a etreet, 
There are, and willever be, a suilicient number of 
streets desiring the work with property that can 
afford the cott to engage the ability of the city with 
reference to it as is evidenced by the fact that half 
dozen more stree's petitioned for the improvement 
in 1883 than could be accommodated, included in 
the listof which were South Pryor, Walton Huuter, 
Decatur, parts of Peachtree, Broad and Forsyth. Con: 
centration on permanent work should not go so far 
as to produce inattention to the ordinary Care, 
repair and attention to streets generally. 
If this department is to be administered in connec- 
tion with a board of commissiouers, then the mem 
bership of the board ought to be increased fo con- 
sist of five members, in consideration of tae fact 
that about one-third of the total revenue of the 
city will brobably be applied to or disbursed by 
this branch of the service. The argument, how- 
eyer, against the existence of a commission at all 
seems unauswerable; but I shall not elaborate it 
here, Practical experience and contact with it in 
the service will, 1 apprehend, generally resuit in 
the conviction that itis a neediess expense to sus- 
tain it and involves circuity and delay and wantof 
directness in the intercommunication with it at 
variance with the public interest and Convenience, 
Tbat the street committee which I shall announce 
this evening would, without additional cost to the 
city, and with greater promptness and directness, 
perform the legislative and executive duties now 
performed by the board 4s faithfully and efficiently 
as any three commissioners who may be selected, 
Lhave no question. While In the service, though 
the legal rights and powers of this board should 
and wili be accorded them, the general council at 
thejsame time exercising its proper relation to the 
street department and to the street committee, as 
the direct representatives of this body should, we 
look chiefly for aid and advice as to what should 
or should wot be done with reference to the 
general management as to = streets and 
sidewalks. As street, sidewalk and 
sewer work may frequently call for the 
letting or awarding of large contracts for execution, 
have no deubt that greater satisfaction and better 
results will be assured by the doing so only on pros 
perly published notice and invitation to com pe ti- 
tion uulessin extraordinary casts, when in the judg- 
ment of both the committee and the commission 
there should be reasonable grounds for apprehen- 
sion of combination and coliusion between those 
representing similar interests designed to nullify 
such competition; but even in thatevent it would 
seem that the right of rejection, of any or all bids, 
would operate w protect the city. This, I believe, 
has in most instances. been adopted as the practice, 
and should not in any case of awarding any con- 
siderable contract, be departed from with,ut oc- 
casion therefor. Otherwise, the carrying on of the 
ublic work will, whether well or ill founded, euf- 
er the prejudice and imputation of favoriusm. , 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. : 
foree, under the Immedi- 
of the board of commis- 
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tions, 
society, and election days and notable occasions 
have been charsecterized by aimost perfect ordir 
and decorum; while, by a quiet but firm course of 
procedure and without demonstration, gambling 
has been suppressed, or, if it exists at all, is prose- 
cuted in such milduess of form and seclusion of 
place a8 to elude active vigiiagee. The policeman 
who faithfully ana properiy discharges his duty by 
Cay aud by nightand iu rain and iu sunshine and 
heat and cold, deserves the kind respect and grati- 
tude of the city governmentand citizens whom he 
Serves for a pecuniary Compepsaton certainly pot 
excessive. The officers and patrolmen generally 
appear t possess the requisites of the service, and 
surely there is no department of our municipel 

overnment which calis for greater care in selection 
or duty thaninthis. A conservator of law and 
order, he should himself be bean exemplar of order 
aud propriety of conduct; should possess intelligent 
discretion, familiarity with the lawa and ordinance: 
es and general acquaintance with the city and peo- 
pie; and last, but not least, coming in cortact 
with citizeus aud strangers, should have good ag 
dress and gentlemanly bearing. 

The saumerical strength of the forceis hardly 
sufficient to insure throughout the corporate limits 
thatcomplete protection to woich the people sre 
entitled, and should therefore be increasea when 
and asthe financial condition of the eily will ac- 
mit. The service of the few mounted men has re- 
sulted in good aud partially supplied protection to 
hitherto neglected sections. 

The officers and members of the force coming in 
almost constant Contaci as prosecutors or witnesses 
With the police court, the importance of keeping 
in view their relation to the court isapparent, their 
Provinces and duty being the apprehension or en- 
tering of cases against parties charged with viola- 
tions of ordinances, to the end thatthe investiga- 
tion or trial thereof should be had before the re- 
corder, andit not being a necessary incident of the 
entering the cases thar convictions should always 
follow by the court.

except an outbreak of smallpox in the early 
months, and this, by general vaccination, qnarau- 
tine protection and skiliful treatment was kept in 
check and finally terminated altozether without 
gencral spread or prevalence.

The improvements made on the park, the mag- 
nificent donation of Colonel L. PY Grant, were, 
under the direction of the park Commission, com- 
posed of the park committee of the e¢heral council, 
and three citizens with Me Sianey Root as presi- 
dent. The small amount expended for the year, 
beiug $3,609.55 was economically applicd and with

| been made and cousiderable 
progress attained in the inauguration ofthe enter- 
prise. Besidesadding greatly theadornment of the 
city and health and comfort of the pecple, the 
park grounds belhg parjly within the corporate 
limits will confera return pecuniary benefit for the 
money expended upon itin eahancing the value of 
the real estatein the vicinity ufitand thus adding 
to the taxes derived therefrom, to the city. The 
prospect is now that withina short while the -ex- 
teution ofstreet railroad facilities thither, will 
reuder the privileges of recreation and resort there 
accessible toal!. Altogether pleased with the at- 
tettive injerest bestowed on this enterprise by the 
commission, would re ommend its continuace for 
18814, and the prosecution ofimprovements there to 
the extent of (he appropriaiion that can be afford- 
ed, The perusal of the report cf President Root, 
whose taste, time and“extensive knowledge of 
parks generally, eminently fit him for service in 
this interesting field, will prove entertaining. 

PAUPERS AND RELIEF. 

The subject of relief or assistance to the un fortun- 
ate and destitute in our midst is one that humanity 
demands shall be to a certain extent provided for. 
The distribution for this purpose requires care and 
inquiry tu the end that ithe deserving and undeserv- 
ing may be tscertained and justice done, Tunis de 
partmen at an expense of 2,953.10 has been well 
aud attentively administered the past year by 
Connciiman Ryan as chairman and relief commit- 
tee. In connection with this depariment the Ben- 
evolent Home and hospital on Waverly Place, un- 
der the management of a board of trustees with 
Rev. Dr. H, H. Tueker as president, has done much 
good, though with little means to sustain it. 

The city was only able to appropriate for the 
homeand hospital during the year nine hundred 
dollars,wyich was suplemented by a larger amount 
contribted by private parties, some or all of the 
trustees going into their pocketsto make up the 
necessary sum. The city, contributing the amount 
named, had therichtto send patients to the hos- 
pital department for treatment, while the board 
rese: ved control as to admissionstothe home de- 
partment. This arrangement has proved a great 
eouvenience and aid to the city, butthe manage- 
ment have corciuded to cease work at the home 
and hospital, and close the doors of the same un- 
jess the city cau approprinte to the work thereof for 
1884, as much as two thousand dollars. This 
amount is recommended by the general council of 
1883, and I hope will be carried into effect. Unless 
and until better provision and capacity can be 
made for hospital purposes. 1 commend the im- 

rtance of the subject to your prompt and earnest 
attention, as the appropriation for the preceding 
year havirg been exhausted, there is now scarcely 
funds atiainable by the trustees to further carry 
oh the work. For the details of the workat the 
home and hopital I refer you tothe report 
of Dr. ‘Tucker, president board of trustees.
